Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  tenth  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Rural  District  of  Mailing. 

Last  year  I  made  a  point  of  emphasising  to  you  that  the  features 
on  which  the  health  of  a  district  were  based  were  the  birth  rate,  the  death 
rate,  the  infantile  mortality  rate  and  the  tuberculosis  rate.  This  year, 
as  has  happened  so  often  in  the  recent  past,  all  of  these  figures  show  a 
favourable  trend,  and  I  am  therefore  entitled  to  say  that  the  health  of 
your  district  is  good. 

The  birth  rate  has  reached  the  very  high  figure  of  22.96 
substantially  above  the  average  for  England  and  Wales.  The  infantile 
mortality  rate,  at  11.79  has  never  been  as  low.  Indeed  this  level  must 
be  about  the  minimum  infantile  mortality  rate  which  a  large  area  such  as 
yours  is  likely  to  achieve. 

The  number  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis,  at  a  total  of  II4.,  is 
very  small  indeed,  and  tuberculosis  is  among  the  unusual  causes  of  death 
in  your  district. 

One  of  the  most  pleasing  results  in  1966  was  the  relatively  low 
level  of  cancer  mortality.  A  very  substantial  decrease  occurred  in  the 
number  of  deaths  compared  with  1969*  This  is  particularly  reflected  in 
the  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  which  was  almost  halved,  and 
the  almost  negligible  mortality  from  cancer  of  the  stomach.  The  other 
aspect  of  cancer  mortality  which  gives  reason  for  hope  is  that  the  death 
rate  is  borne  entirely  in  males  on  the  middle  and  older  age  groups,  and  has 
not  infringed  into  the  younger  age  groups  at  all. 

One  would  like  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  reduced  lung  cancer 
mortality  is  due  bo  a  diminution  in  the  number  of  heavy  cigarette  smokers 
in  your  district,  but  I  have  no  evidence  to  support  this  speculation,  and 
it  may  well  be  that  we  are  seeing  a  "freak"  result  for  one  year.  I 
certainly  hope  not,  and  we  shall  look  forward  wibh  some  interest  to  the 
statistics  for  1967. 

This  Report  also  includes  an  account  by  Mr.  Coldrick,  your  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  on  his  work  on  environmental  hygiene  in  the  District, 
lou  will  see  from  the  pages  which  follow,  the  wide  nature  of  this  work. 

On  looking  over  the  -various  aspects  of  public  health  shown  in  our 
Reports,  I  sometimes  think  that  Rural  Districts  do  not  do  enough  to  "blow 
their  own  trumpets"  in  this  respect,  and  I  would  particularly  like  to  point 
out  to  you  the  efforts  made  bo  rehouse  the  populabion  of  your  District. 

Last  year  you  built  for  occupation  199  new  dwellings,  and  526  were 
built  by  private  enterprise,  making  a  total  of  725  available  in  your  District. 

I  think  this  is  an  extremely  good  figure  indeed,  even  although  the  number 
built  by  private  enterprise  was  slightly  lower  than  the  previous  year,  and 
it  is  something  on  which  to  congratulate  everyone  associated  with  the  rehousing 
of  the  populace. 
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One  of  the  major  responsibilities  of  your  Authority  is  to  ensure 
that  food  premises  are  inspected  and  supervised  in  accordance  with  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations.  You  will  see  that  a  total  of  no  fewer  than  2 ,,201 
visits  were  paid  to  food  premises  in  the  year,  this  being  an  increase  of 
ij.20  visits  over  last  year's  figure.  This  gives  you  some  idea  of  the  kind 
of  scope  which  we  try  to  exercise  for  the  benefit  of  the  public  over  all 
premises  dealing  with  food. 

It  says  something  for  the  co-operation  which  has  been  established 
between  this  Authority  and  the  proprietors  of  food  premises  that  although 
lk  cases  concerning  contamination  of  food  were  brought  to  your  notice  during 
the  year,  in  no  instance  was  it  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings. 

One  of  the  main  investigations  carried  out  during  the  year  has 
been  on  air  pollution,  and  we  have  now  in  operation  three  automatic  smoke 
and  sulphur  dioxide  air  pollution  recorder  stations  in  the  district,  at 
Borough  Green,  Snodland  and  Aylesford.  We  hope  to  follow  the  trend  of  air 
pollution  by  those  means  and  to  bring  to  your  attention  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment,  any  results  which  would  indicate  that  executive  action  should  be 
undertaken  by  you  to  prevent  further  undue  pollution. 

I  should  like  publicly  to  thank  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
Mr.  Coldriclc,  and  the  individual  members  of  the  Inspectorate,  for  the  hard 
work  that  they  have  done  throughout  the  year  and  the  very  full  co-operation 
and  loyalty  which  they  have  always  shown  to  me.  The  Public  Health  Department 
is  a  happy  department  and  we  work  in  all  respects  as  a  team  for  the  betterment 
of  the  health  of  the  people  of  Mailing  Rural  District. 

I  am  also  grateful  for  the  co-operation  I  have  always  received  from 
your  Senior  Officers  and  very  particularly  for  the  support  and  interest  which 
the  Public  Health  Committee  and  its  Chairman,  and  ultimately  the  Council  have 
shown  to  me  throughout  the  year.

The  birth  rate  of  your  district  has  been  increasing  steadily  for 
the  last  few  years  and  noitf  at  22.96  has  reached  the  highest  level  for  several 
decades,  being  substantially  above  that  of  England  and  Wales. 

The  corrected  death  rate  is  even  lower  than  last  year  and  is  again 
considerably  below  that  of  the  country  as  a  whole. 

I  had  occasion  in  1965  to  comment  on  the  low  infantile  mortality 
rate.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  this  figure  is  even  loiter  for  1966  and 
constitutes  a  record  for  your  district.  It  is  very  substantially  below 
that  of  England  and  Wales  and  reflects  the  greatest  possible  credit  on  the 
ante-natal  care  which  has  now  reached,  in  this  district,  a  high  state  of 
performance .

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1966  was  not  a  year  of  high  incidence  of  infectious  diseases ,  and 
even  for  measles  the  figure  was  relatively  low,  at  112. 

The  case  of  diphtheria  was  that  of  a  child  who  was  proved  to  be 
carrying  the  organisms  of  diphtheria  when  she  was  admitted  to  Leybourne  Grange 
Hospital.  She  had  moved  very  recently  from  another  part  of  the  country  and 
on  investigation  had  actually  been  immunised  against  diphtheria  within  the 
previous  few  years.  She  did  not  develop  any  clinical  signs  of  the  disease. 

The  case  of  paratyphoid  fever  was  contracted  abroad  and  quickly 
responded  to  treatment.

Once  again  there  has  been  a  very  reasonable  response  to  poliomyelitis 
vaccination.  It  is  by  this  means  that  the  over-all  protection  against  the 
disease  can  be  maintained.  No  case  of  poliomyelitis  was  notified  last  year. 

Again  I  would  appeal  to  all  parents  to  ensure  that  their  children 
are  immunised  and  indeed  for  they  themselves  to  make  sure  that  they  take 
advantage  of  the  vaccination  offer  which  is  open  up  to  the  age  of  I4.O ,  and  over 
this  age  for  those  persons  who  require  special  protection.

The  records  of  vaccinations  supplied  now  by  the  County  Medical 
Officer  are  only  those  which  apply  to  primary  vaccinations  carried  out 
under  the  County  Council’s  own  arrangements,  and  to  re- vaccination  between 
the  ages  of  5>  and  8  years. 

I  am  therefore  not  in  a  position  to  know  the  total  numbers  in 
either  category.  The  statistics  although  they  are  submitted  to  you  are  not 
in  my  opinion,  of  much  value,  but  are  presented  to  you  merely  because  they  are 
a  return  which  is  sent  to  me  by  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

I  would,  however,,  stress  that  it  is  of  value  to  have  infants 
vaccinated  against  smallpox,  and  particularly  for  people  who  are  going  abroad 
to  maintain  their  state  of  protection  by  re-vaccination  at  intervals  of  three 
years . 


From  time  to  time  emergency  regulations,  made  by  European  countries 
in  particular,  create  a  tremendous  demand  for  international  certificates  of 
vaccination.  Since  more  and  more  people  are  travelling  abroad,  particularly 
on  short  holidays,  it  is  incumbent  upon  them  to  ensure  that  their  vaccination 
state  is  kept  up  to  date.  If  this  were  done,  remembering  that  the  international 
certificate  is  valid  for  only  three  years,  there  would  be  no  sudden  rush  at 
the  last  moment o 

This  year  the  number  of  primary  vaccinations  has  risen  from  689 
in  196^,  to  8I4.9  in  1966.

The  new  table  shown  above  replaces  the  individual  diphtheria 
and  whooping  cough  immunisation  figures  previously  included. 

The  number  of  children  immunised  against  diphtheria  as  one  of 
the  constituents  of  the  triple  or  dual  vaccine,  remains  at  approximately 
the  same  level.  This  is,  however,  a  relatively  large  number  and  provided 
this  trend  continues  we  shall  feel  reasonably  safe  against  an  outbreak  of 
diphtheria. 


It  is  a  particularly  good  thing  for  children  to  receive  tetanus 
immunisation  as  this  is  a  condition  which,  although  relatively  rare,  can  be 
an  extremely  dangerous  one.

This  year  there  has  been  a  substantial  fall  in  the  number  of  people 
dying  from  cancer,  from  96  in  1965  to  65  in  1966. 

The  number  of  men  who  died  of  cancer  has  fallen  very  substantially 
and  indeed  is  half  the  previous  year’s  total.  This  decrease  is  particularly 
seen  in  cancer  of  the  stomach  and  cancer  of  the  lung.  It  is  important  too, 
to  note  that  the  vast  majority  of  deaths  from  cancer  in  males  was  borne  by  the 
older  age  groups.

I  was  very  happy  in  1965  to  report  the  lowest  infantile 
mortality  rate  that  3rour  district  had  ever  experienced,  at  15.98. 

This  year  the  figure  is  11.79#  a  truly  remarkable  record 
and  as  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table,  even  on  the  small  number  of 
infants  who  died  in  the  first  year  of  life,  a  considerable  proportion 
were  unavoidable  deaths.  At  least  five  of  the  above  deaths  were  in 
this  category.  The  possibility  is  that  another  two  come  into  the 
same  class.  This  must  indicate  the  very  good  ante- natal  care  which 
expectant  mothers  receive  and  also  is  a  tribute  to  the  expert  attention 
given  at  childbirth.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council  of  Mailing. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  nineteenth  Annual  Report  on  the  Environmental 
Circumstances  existing  in  the  Rural  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 
1966. 


In  order  that  all  the  various  facets  of  environmental  public  health 
could  receive  more  adequate  coverage  and  attention  in  this  rapidly  expanding 
district  the  establishment  of  Inspectorial  Staff  was  increased  by  one  during 
the  year.  Mr.  D ,G .  Cudd  was  appointed  to  this  vacancy  and  commenced  his 
duties  on  the  9th  May,  1966. 

Following  the  resignation  o  the  Technical  Assistant,  Mr.  B.  Gale  on 
the  31st  December,  1965,  Mr.  B.  Cahill  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  and 
he  commenced  his  duties  on  the  21st  February,  1966.  Opportunity  was  then 
taken  to  re-organise  the  department  and  as  a  result  all  the  work  of  inspection 
and  administration  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  became  the 
responsibility  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  the  Technical  Assistant  being 
seconded  to  the  Public  Cleansing  Section  of  the  Department  to  specialise  in 
this  work  in  an  effort  to  make  this  rapidly  expanding  service  more  efficient. 

The  clerical  side  of  the  Department  was  also  re-organised  on  the 
resignation  of  Miss.  R.  Symons  on  the  3rd  June.  Audio  typing  was  instituted 
and  following  the  promotion  of  Miss.  Cosstick,  Miss.  Jeanette  McCarthy 
commenced  as  Junior  Clerk  on  the  1st  August. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  new  staff  have  settled  down  well  and 
these  changes  and  re-organisation,  have  resulted  in  a  more  efficient 
administration. 

Although  there  were  no  major  items  of  new  legislation  affecting  the 
Department  during  the  year  two  important  new  sets  of  Regulations  were  enacted 
for  implementation  early  in  1967*  The  first  of  these  was  the  Food  Hygiene 
(Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations  1966.  These  Regulations 
are  an  important  addition  to  the  legislation  governing  the  handling,  transport 
and  delivery  of  food  and  lay  down  requirements  as  to  food  hygiene  in  markets 
and  on  stalls  and  delivery  vehicles.  So  that  traders  may  be  aware  of  what 
they  have  to  comply  with  during  the  forthcoming  year  a  summary  of  the  new 
Regulations  has  been  prepared  and  circulated  to  all  concerned.  The  second  set 
of  Regulations  was  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  (Amendment)  Regulations  1966 
which  came  into  force  in  February  1967  and,  inter  alia,  prohibit  the  use  of 
wiping  cloths  in  the  dressing  of  carcases  as  from  the  1st  November  1968, 

Satisfactory  progress  was  made  on  the  extension  of  the  paper  sack 
scheme  of  refuse  collection  and  the  change  over  for  the  remainder  of  the 
district  to  the  new  system  was  completed  during  the  year  as  planned.  No 
major  snags  have  been  encountered  and  the  system  is  generally  welcomed  by  the 
workmen  and  by  the  public  alike. 
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The  problem  of  cesspool  emptying  continued  to  remain  acute  and,  as 
I  have  previously  reported,  will  remain  so  until  the  whole  trunk  valley 
sewurage  scheme  and  the  Jnodland  sewage  disposal  works  are  operational.  The 
"saving"  in  cesspool  emptying  work  that  accrued  as  a  result  of  sewerage  work 
carried  out  in  recent  years  has  been  largely  offset  by  the  requirement  that 
all  new  cesspools  have  to  be  watertight,  and  new  houses  erected  outside 
drainage  areas  consequently  add  considerably  to  the  emptying  commitments. 


HOUSING 


Progress  on  the  slum  clearance  programme  continued,  albeit  on  a  slightly 
lesser  scale  than  the  previous  year.  13  representations  were  made  resulting  in 
1  demolition  order  and  11  closing  orders.  The  remaining  representation  which 
was  made  at  the  year’s  end  was  due  for  consideration  and  determination  in  196?. 

In  addition,  k  demolition  orders,  k  closing  orders  and  2  undertakings  not  to  use 
the  duellings  until  they  had  been  made  fit  were  made  as  the  result  of  action 
taken  during  1965*  3  houses  the  subject  of  closing  orders  were  made  fit  for 

human  habitation  and  the  orders  rescinded. 

19  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year,  some  of  which  were  the 
subject  of  closing  orders  made  in  previous  years.  A  total  of  11  families 
comprising  5>1  persons,  were  rehoused  by  the  Council  from  slum  houses.  Without 
the  Council’s  continued  support  in  providing  the  necessary  alternative 
accommodation  for  the  persons  displaced  no  progress  could  be  made  and  the 
Council’s  action  is  much  appreciated. 

1,679  inspections  were  made  in  connection  with  housing  during  the  year 
and  it  was  necessary  to  serve  II4.7  informal  and  6  statutory  notices  requiring 
various  repairs  to  property.  A  summary  of  the  works  effected  is  shown  in 
tabulated  form  at  the  end  of  this  section  of  the  report.  The  following  shows 
the  number  of  houses  rendered  fit  during  the  year.

There  was  an  increase  of  irU  applications  submitted  for  discretionary 
grants  compared  with  1965  and  the  amount  paid  by  way  of  such  grants  increased 
by  £11*850.  10.  Od.  The  number  of  standard  grants  approved  was  11;  less  than 
the  previous  year,  and  the  amount  paid  by  way  of  grant  fell  by  £2,217#  Thus 
the  nett  total  increase  in  grant  expenditure  as  a  whole  amounted  to  £9*633#  10.  Od.

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HOP  PICKING 


Hop  picking  oommenced  as  usual  at  the  beginning  of  September ,  and 
at  the  majority  of  farms  was  completed  by  the  last  week  of  that  month.  This 
year  an  estimated  total  of  1,324  pickers  were  housed  in  camps  at  1 4  farms, 
an  increase  of  approximately  20  persons  on  the  1965  figure.  No  additional 
machines  were  brought  into  use  during  the  year  but  it  seems  likely,  in  spite 
of  the  slight  rise  in  the  number  of  pickers  this  year  that  numbers  will 
continue  to  fall  in  the  years  to  come*  As  in  previous  years,  many  pickers 
provided  their  own  accommodation  by  way  of  caravans  and  tents. 

A  total  of  71  visits  were  paid  to  camps  to  ensure  compliance  with 
the  byelaws,  particular  attention  being  paid  to  latrine  accommodation  and 
refuse  disposal  and  also  to  temporary  shops  and  a  tented  cafe  at  one  camp. 

Conditions  were  generally  satisfactory,  farmers  have  been  co-operative 
and  huts  were  vacated  before  30th  November  as  required  by  the  byelew. 


MATER  SUPPLIES 


The  position  with  regard  to  water  supplies  continued  to  be  as  in 
previous  years.  The  Mid  Kent  Mater  Company  supplying  water  to  the  majority  of 
premises  in  the  district,  the  remainder  being  supplied  by  the  mains  of  the 
Maidstone  Mater  Morks  Company,  The  Sevenoaks  and  Tonbridge  Mater  Company  and 
the  Medway  Mater  Board.  In  addition,  a  small  number  of  premises  receive 
piped  supplies  from  private  sources. 

During  1966,  water  mains  were  laid  to  serve  new  development  and  to 
replace  existing  mains.  No  mains  were  laid  for  the  benefit  of  existing  houses 
not  hitherto  served  by  a  public  water  supply. 

At  the  31st  December,  1966,  98.94$  of  the  houses  in  the  district  were 
receiving  a  piped  supply  of  water  from  statutory  undertakings  and  a  further 
0.88$  from  private  sources  of  supply,  giving  a  total  of  99*82$  of  houses  within 
the  district  receiving  a  piped  supply. 

SAMPLES 


None  of  the  supplies  are  liable  to  plumb o- solvent  action  and  as 
samples  have  confirmed  the  absence  of  lead  contamination,  precautions  against 
these  contaminations  have  not  been  necessary.  None  of  the  supplies  are 
subjected  to  fluoridation  and  in  all  cases  the  natural  content  is  under  0.1 
parts  per  million. 

All  supplies  are  periodically  sampled  throughout  the  year  special 
attention  again  being  paid  to  untreated  private  supplies.

DELIVERY  OF  WATER 


During  1966,  because  of  water  shortage,  it  was  necessary  to  deliver 
2,!±00  gallons  of  water  to  houses  in  the  Holly  Hill  area  of  Birling  and  Snodland 
which  are  dependent  on  stored  rainwater. 

During  the  year  further  consideration  was  given  to  the  possibility 
of  providing  mains  water  to  these  properties  and  to  properties  in  the  Bells  Farm 
area  of  East  Peckham.  It  was  finally  decided  not  to  proceed  with  the  scheme 
for  the  Holly  Kill  area  due  to  the  prohibitive  cost  involved,  but  in  respect  of 
I  the  Bells  Farm  anea  the  approval  of  the  Kent  County  Council  was  received  and  it 
is  hoped  to  proceed  with  this  scheme  as  soon  as  financial  considerations  allow.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


All  premises  where  food  is  sold,  stored,  or  handled  received  regular 
routine  visits  during  the  year  under  review  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations.  A  total  of  2,201  visits  were  made  excluding  visits  to 
slaughterhouses  for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection.  This  is  an  increase  of 
U20  visits  over  last  years  figure  and  was  made  possible  by  the  appointment  of 
the  third  Inspector.  The  control  of  foodstuffs  is  one  of  the  most  important 
aspects  of  the  work  of  the  Department  and  in  my  opinion  is  well  worth  the  time 
spent  on  it.  In  addition  to  ensuring  compliance  with  legal  standards  the 
Inspectors  also  endeavour  to  persuade  shopkeepers  to  improve  their  premises, 
advise  on  stock  rotation  and  coding  of  foods  with  a  limited  shelf  life.  This 
personal  education  of  the  foodhandler  is  an  important  function  in  safeguarding 
the  public  food  supply.  Leaflets  and  cards  are  issued  to  all  foodshops 
setting  out  detailed  advice  on  food  handling  and  storage.  Periodic  checks 
are  made  on  refrigerated  and  temperature  controlled  cabinets  by  the  use  of  a 
test  thermometer.  Although  proprietors  of  food  shops  have  continued  to  be 
co-operative  and  appear  to  appreciate  the  help  and  advice  of  the  Inspectors, 
constant  routine  visits  are  maintained  and  must  continue  to  be  so  maintained 
if  control  of  food  is  to  be  effective. 

111.  cases  involving  contamination  of  food  were  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  Department  during  the  year.  Full  enquiries  were  made  in  each  case,  but 
in  none  of  the  instances  were  legal  proceedings  warranted.  However,  steps  were 
taken  in  an  endeavour  to  preclude  any  further  recurrence,  and  the  incidents 
used  to  require  further  improvement  of  premises  where  appropriate. 

Regular  sampling  of  the  cooling  water  at  the  three  factories  in  the 
district  producing  canned  or  bottled  foods  was  continued.  Two  of  these 
factories  draw  their  cooling  water  from  an  upland  surface  stream  and  the  third 
has  a  private  well  in  addition  to  a  treated  mains  supply.  The  water  from 
the  stream  and  well  is  chlorinated  before  use  in  the  cooling-  process. 

A  total  of  UI4.  samples  were  taken,  10 9  proving  satisfactory.  2  of 
the  unsatisfactory  samples  were  taken  from  the  untreated  stream  to  ascertain 
the  quality  of  the  raw  water,  and  2  from  a  factory  at  East  Mailing.  In 
relation  to  the  latter  two  samples,  following  repairs  to  the  chlorinating 
plant,  further  samples  proved  satisfactory.

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(1)  In  a  complaint  of  a  can  of  Corned  Beef  containing  a  foreign  body 
examination  showed  this  to  be  a  piece  of  hairy  hide.  Distribution  of  this 
brand  of  meat  to  wholesalers  had  taken  place  some  years  ago  and  the  matter  was 
resolved  by  the  distributors  making  compensation  to  the  complainant. 

(2)  Analysis  of  a  bottle  of  Untreated  Channel  Island  Milk  showed  a  low 
fat  content  of  2.66$.  Follow  up  samples  were  taken  and  all  found  to  be 
satisfactory.

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SLAUGHTERING 


i nere  are  two  small  private  slaughterhouses  licensed,  within  the 
district  in  each  case  serving  only  the  needs^of  the  but cher/ owner .  Consequently 
the  amount  of  slaughtering  carried  on  is  not  very  great.  During  the  year  a 

total  of  769  animals  were  killed,  and  although  this  is  an  increase  of  127  over 
the  previous  year,  is  still  small. 

ihe  abattoir  proposed  to  be  built  by  a  butcher  at  Snodland  has  not 
materialised  due,  in  the  main,  to  continuing  difficulties  over  the  acquisition 
of  the  necessary  land.  I  would  not  be  surprised  now  to  see  this  project 
abandoned  ultimately. 

100/6  meat  inspection  was  carried  out  without  the  necessity  to  work 
overtime.  Local  Authorities  now  have  the  power  to  control  the  times  when 
slaughtering  may  take  place,  out  with  the  continued  co-operation  of  the  butchers 
concerned  such  formal  control  has  not  been  necessary. 

Heat  inspection  charges  were  maintained  at  the  figures  set  in  196k 
and  the  total  income  for  the  year  was  £3U.  16.  9d,  an  increase  of  £6.  6.  6d^on 

1965.

POULTRY  PROCESSING  PREMISES 


There  are  no  poultry  processing  premises  in  the  district. 
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PEST  CONTROL 


The  pest  control  service  which  includes  treatment  for  rodents,  wasps, 
cockroaches,  fleas,  bugs  and  many  other  types  of  insects,  is  a  comparatively 
small  one,  but  it  is  a  service  which  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  general  public 
and  business  organisations  alixe.  The  continued  increase  in  population  of  "the 
district  is  throwing  an  ever  increasing  burden  on  this  service  and  at  the  year’s 
end  consideration  was  being  given  to  the  need  for  additional  assistance  to  be 
given  to  the  Rodent  Operator  to  enable  him  to  continue  to  carry  out  his  duties 
efficiently. 

The  routine  testing  and  treatment  of  sewers  was  continued  and  very 
few  infestations  were  found.  However,  it  is  necessary  for  all  sewers  in  the 
district  to  be  testeo.  and  where  necessary  treated,  at  least  once  per  year  and 
it  will  of  course  be  essential  for  much  more  time  to  be  spent  on  this  work  when 
the  trunk  valley  sewer  scheme  is  completed.  Experience  in  this  and  other 
districts  has  shown  that  it  is  necessary  for  new  sewers  to  be  tested  just  as 
much  as  old  and  as  even  a  comparatively  short  let-up  in  this  work  results  in 
increasing  infestations ,  it  is  most  essential  for  the  work  to  be  continuous  and 
regular  in  order  that  infestations  may  be  treated  in  their  very  early  stages. 

Building  sites  and  new  housing  estates  take  up  a  very  considerable 
part  of  the  Operator’s  time. 

31  contracts  were  in  force  at  31st  December,,  1966,  yielding  a  total 
income  of  approximately  £780.  The  regular  jnspection  and  treatment  of  these 
premises  is  proving  to  be  more  and  more  worth  while. 

The  following  table  gives  details  of  the  rodent  control  work  carried 
out  during  1966  and  is  based  upon  the  new  form  of  return  required  by  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


During  j.966  the  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  collection  was  extended 
to  serve  the  whole  of  the  rural  area,  approximately  18,000  premises,  and  has 
been  welcomed  by  both  public  and  workmen  alike.  The  cleanliness  and  hygienic 
merits  of  this  system  are  much  appreciated  and  the  paper  sack  has  certainly 
lightened  the  dustmens*  load.  There  really  is  no  comparison  with  the  old 
bin  system.  Whereas  the  old  system  of  kerbside  collection  of  orthodox  bins 
was  time  saving  the  sack  system  has  catered  for  the  whole  district  plus  the 
additional  houses  built  during  the  last  2  years,  without  additional  manpower. 

One  of  the  factors  that  has  made  this  possible  is  the  better  use  made  of  the 
mens*  time  by  arranging  for  them  to  put  out  sacks  ready  for  collection  whilst 
the  vehicle  is  away  unloading  at  the  tip 5  in  the  kerbside  collection  all  members 
of  the  crew  accompanied  the  vehicle  to  the  tip.  The  decision  to  provide  a  free 
standing  sack  stand  and  holder  to  each  householder  has  proved  to  be  a  correct 
one  as  housewives  are  able  to  have  their  disposal  point  in  such  a  position  as 
to  suit  themselves.  Such  is  the  versatility  of  the  system  that  those  premises 
which  hitherto  had  not  been  collected  on  bank  holidays  now  receive  the  service 
either  Immediately  before  or  just  after  the  bank  holiday.  Most  bags  are  broken 
up  by  the  continuous  action  of  the  moving  ram  and  the  rippers  in  the  Pakamatic 
vehicles.  Therefore  no  trouble  has  been  experienced  at  the  tip.  One  or  two 
minor  difficulties  have  been  encountered;  the  first  animal  damage  to  sacks  which 
has  occurred  in  a  very  small  percentage  of  cases  and  this  has  been  overcome  by  the 
issue  of  wire  guards  now  supplied  at  cost  price  viz:  l5/6d  each.  The  second 
difficulty  is  the  taking  up  of  valuable  salvage  space  on  the  vehicles  to 
accomodate  the  sacks,  and  ways  and  means  of  overcoming  this  are  being  investigated, 

A  further  725  new  houses  were  taken  into  the  service  during  the  year, 
making  a  total  of  1|,120  additional  houses  over  the  last  6  years.  To  cope  with 
this  and  increasing  commitments  in  collecting  large  items  of  domestic  refuse  such 
as  old  and  worn  out  furniture,  prams  etc.  from  households  and  endeavouring  to 
keep  the  countryside  tidy  an  additional  1;  ton  open  truck  was  authorised  by  the 
Council  for  purchase  in  196?, 

The  major  problem  with  respect  to  this  aspect  of  public  cleansirg 
is  the  rapidly  dwindling  amount  of  tipping  space  available  and  this  matter  must 
be  resolved  as  soon  as  possible.  Negotiations  have  been  commenced  for  the 
removal  of  the  weathered  refuse  of  the  present  tip  into  a  wet  gravel  quarry 
adjoining,  into  which  fresh  domestic  refuse  is  forbidden  because  of  possible 
pollution  to  subsoil  waters.  The  project  of  removing  the  present  tip,  as 
envisaged,  is  likely  to  prove  an  expensive  undertaking  but  may  well  be  the  only 
course  open  to  the  Council.  Negotiations  were  still  proceeding  at  the  year's 
end. 
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18,757  tons  of  refuse  wore  collected  and  disposed  of  during  the  year, 
the  vehicles  covering  89,000  miles.  This  is  an  increase  .of  2,580  tons  over 
the  previous  year.  In  addition  maintenance  work  involved  a  further  778  tons. 
The  irack  Marshall  tractor  continued  to  give  good  service  and  enabled  its 
operator  to  keep  the  tip  level,  consolidated  and  in  good  general  condition.

The  extablishment  of  workmen  engaged  in  the  public  cleansing  service

The  establishment  at  59  was  the  same  as  for  the  previous  year.  A 
total  of  1, 14.O6  days  were  lost  which  is  the  equivalent  of  5- U0  men  per  week. 
Sickness  accounted  for  551*5  of  these  days,  565  were  on  account  of  holidays 
and  269*5  xor  other  reasons.  Of  this  latter  figure  202.5  days  were  taken  without 
permission,  i.e.  plain  absenteeism.  This  absenteeism  is  peculiar  to  only  a 
small  minority  of  the  men,  chiefly  the  newcomers  who  in  some  ca.ses  stay  but  a 
few  days.  During  1966  no  fewer  than  33  men  left  the  service  and  33  were  newly 

engaged.  Great  credit  is  due  to  the  older  employees  of  the  Council  who  form 

the  very  backbone  of  the  cleansing  service,  for  without  their  regular  attendance 
in  all  weathers  and  their  diligent  approach  to  the  job,  there  would  be  times  when 
the  work  would  inevitably  fall  into  arrears. 

The  provision  of  3  further  houses  for  drivers  during  1966  enabled  me 
to  obtain  3  very  good  men  at  a  time  when  there  was  a  grave  risk  of  having  to 
leave  vehicles  in  the  garage  because  of  shortage  of  drivers.  Great  care  has 
been  taken  by  your  Chairman  and  I  in  selecting  the  men  for  houses  and  there  is 
no  doubt  that  the  care  taken  has  paid  off. 
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A  word  of  praise  is  due  to  your  foreman  for  his  daily  chore  of  crewing 
up  the  vehicles,  particularly  during  times  of  manpower  shortage,  and  for  his 
efforts  to  ensure  the  smooth  running  of  the  service. 

.One  final  point  to  make  on  manpower  is  to  mention  the  need  to  consider 
the  possibility  of  the  implementation  of  a  bonus  pay  scheme  for  the  men.  I  am 
investigating  the  pros  and  cons  of  such  a  scheme  with  a  view  to  reporting  to  the 
Council  at  a  later  date,  I  feel  that  such  a  scheme  could  be  prepared  that  would 
benefit  both  the  Council  and  the  workmen. 

SALVAGE 


a  result  of  the  publicity  campaign  undertaken  in  the  spring  of 
i960  the  amount  of  waste  paper  collected  rose  steeply.  During  the  year  no  less 
than  916  tens.  6  cwt.  were  collected  and  sold.  This  is  an  increase  of  11 9  tons. 

2/!it‘i?iqrnfcS‘  r1  The  incomG  from  wasfce  PaPc'r  alone  was  £^,717.  1+.  £d.  an  increase 

of  X'1,144.  10.  5d  despite  the  fact  that  the  price  of  waste  paper  at  the  Mills  fell 

curing  the  year.  This  is  a  very  creditable  record.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
salvage  bonus  of  $0%  of  receipts  which  is  payable  to  the  men  is  the  incentive 
which  has  spurred  the  men  on  to  reach  these  new  heights.  Every  effort  to  maintain 
this  increased  collection  will  be  macie  during  the  forthcomirrT  ye  an. 


The  total  receipts  for  all  salvage  amounted  to  £^,880.  0.  lid.  The 
total  expenditure  including  the  bonus  paid  to  the  men  amounted  to  £[).,  239.  8.  lid. 
There  was  therefore  an  excess  of  income  over  expenditure  of  £61*0.  12.  Od.  The 
following  table  sets  out  the  amount  of  salvage  recovered  and  the  receipts  obtained 
from  its  sale  over  the  past  5  years.

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 


The  demands  on  the  cesspool  emptying  oervj ce  continue  to  grow  and 
during  the  year  on  additional  110  cesspools  of  a  total  capacity  of  270,000  gallons 
were  emptied  for  the  first  time,  thereby  adding  to  the  existing  commitment.  Of 
these  83  were  serving  existing  houses  and  27  new  houses.  The  requirement  of  the 
new  Building  Regulations  that  all  new  cesspools  must  be  watertight  adds  to  the 
commitment  and  will  continue  to  increase  the  work  as  time  goes  on.  These  new 
cesspools  have  to  be  of  a  minimum  of  1|,  000  gallons  capacity  and  to  empty  such  tanks 
regularly  at  6  week  intervals  is  a  heavy  burden. 

8  emptying  machines  operated  regularly  during  the  year  and  ofttines 
it  has  been  necessary  to  employ  the  9th  and  spare  machine.  Even  then  iu  nas 
only  been  by  working  the  maximum  amount  of  overtime  that  it  has  been  possible  to 
keep  abreast  of  demand.  In  fact  the  equivalent  of  10. 31  vehicles  have  been 
employed  throughout  the  year.  During  prolonged  wet  periods  a  certain  amount  of 
delay  has  occurred  in  attending  to  ratepayer's  emptying  requests. 

A  total  of  18, 200  gallons  of  sewage  were  removed  from  cesspools 
during  the  year,  i.e.  approximately  71>3U3  gallons  per  day  an  increase  of  almost 
two  million  gallons  over  last  year.  Once  again  the  disposal  of  such  large 
quantities  of  septic  sewage  has  been  a  problem.  The  amounts  taken  to  West 
(Mailing  and  East  Peckham  sewage  disposal  works  have  been  increased  but  the 
completion  of  the  new  trunk  valley  sewer  is  eagerly  awaited,  for  until  this  is 
accomplished  and  proper  disposal  points  provided,  the  disposal  of  cesspool  contents 
will  remain  a  problem. 

ABANDONED  VEHICLES 


During  the  year  under  review  30  abandoned  vehicles  were  removed  from 
the  highways  and  land  adjoining  roads  throughout  the  rural  district  and  where 
possible  the  legal  procedure  has  been  carried  out  under  the  Removal  of  Vehicles 
:  (England  and  Wales)  Regulations  1961,  In  many  cases  the  vehicles  have  their 
number  plates  and  other  means  of  identification  removed  and  in  these  instances 
after  extensive  enquiries  have  been  completed,  the  vehicles  are  cut  up  and  the 
metal  sold  as  scrap.  In  addition  to  the  30  complete  vehicles  a  great  deal  of 
time  has  been  spent  on  the  collection  of  parts  of  vehicles  dumped  indiscriminately 
throughout  the  rural  district.  There  is  however,  a  tendancy  for  abandoned 
vehicles  and  other  bulky  litter  to  be  concentrated  around  the  borders  of  the 
district  adjoining  the  adjacent  urban  areas. 


At  the  year's  end  negotiations  were  still  in  progress  for  the 
acquisition  of  the  3^  acres  of  land  adjoining  the  Cleansing  Depot  at  East  Mailing, 
Planning  consent  for~this  purpose  has  been  granted  and  as  soon  as  the  land  has 
been  acqurred  it  is  hoped  to  be  able  to  deal  with  the  vehicles  in  a  more  eflicient 
manner,  possibly  including  allowing  ratepayers  to  bring  their  old  and  disused 
vehicles  to  the  site  for  breaking  up.  This  should  reduce  the  towing  and  other 
disposal  costs. 


The  problem  of  abandoned  vehicles  is  a  growing  one  and  one  that  I  am 
sure  will  remain  with  us  for  many  years  to  come  and  it  is  essential  that  a  proper 
disposal  system  be  brought  into  being  in  order  that  the  problem  may  be  overcome 
in  as  efficient  and  economical  a  manner  as  is  reasonably  possible. 
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GARAGES,  VEHICLES  AMD  MAINTENANCE 


The  refuse  control  tractor  is  garaged  at  the  refuse  tip  at  Birling 
Common  and  the  remainder  of  the  public  cleansing  vehicles  are  garaged  at  the 
Cleansing  Depot,  mill  Street,  East  Mailing.  These  vehicles  are  as  follows;—

The  Chargehand  Fitter,  Fitter  and  Apprentice  at  the  depot  carry  out 
maintenance  and  repair  work  on  all  the  above  vehicles,  plus  the  six  vehicles 
operated  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor's  Department.  The  maintenance  of  plant 
at  sewage  works  and  pumping  stations,  mowers  and  grass  cutting  equipment,  litter 
bins,  etc.,  is  also  carried  out  by  the  depot  staff. 


Great  credit  is  due  to  the  fitting  staff  who  work  in  very  poor 
conditions,  in  a  building  which  is  virtually  unheated  during  the  winter  months. 
Considerable  difficulty  is  experienced  in  working  in  the  garage  building  when  the 
vehicles  return  at  the  end  of  each  day.  However,  at  the  year’s  end  plans  for  the 
erection  of  a  new  workshop  building  with  Improved  facilities  for  fitting  staff 
and  vehicle  crews,  were  well  advanced.  This  proposal  is  dependant  on  the 
acquisition  of  the  3J  acres  of  land  adjoining  the  Depot.  With  the  rapidly 
developing  district  and  modern  vehicles,  which  are  tending  to  become  more  and  more 
complex,  it  is  essential  for  the  repair  and  maintenance  facilities  to  keep  pace 
with  the  development  of  the  fleet.  The  legal  standards  of  vehicle  construction, 
maintenance  and  use,  are  constantly  being  raised  and  the  means  of  maintaining  the 
vehicles  at  a  high  standard  form  a  basic  and  important  part  of  the  Cleansing 
Services.

AIR  POLLUTION 


During  the  year  under  review,  371  visits  were  made  in  connection  with 
this  subject  and  the  policy  of  spot  checks  and  unrecorded  observations  was 
continued,  with  immediate  visits  paid  to  any  plant  appearing  to  be  contravening 
the  Act.  Trouble  was  experienced  from  dust  and  grit  being  emitted  from  the 
chimneys  of  a  large  paper  manufacturing  plant.  This  was  found  to  be  due  to 
the  breakdown  and  malfunctioning  of  two  new  large  scale  pulverised  fuel  furnaces 
which  necessitated  the  overloading  of  other  older  boilers.  A  substantial 
amount  of  time  was  spent  on  this  problem  and  eventually  the  technical  difficulties 
were  largely  overcome  and  the  nuisance  greatly  reduced.  However,  in  spite  of 
the  dust  arresting  equipment  operating  at  maximum  efficientcy  there  may  be  times, 
particularly  during  adverse  weather  conditions,  when  because  of  the  large  amount 
of  fuel  consumed,  viz;  over  1,000  tons  a  day,  some  degree  of  nuisance  is  likely 
to  occur. 


Plans  were  approved  for  the  installation  of  3  furnaces  and  prior 
notification  of  2  further  furnaces  were  received  during  the  year. 

Three  automatic  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  air  pollution  recorder 
stations  were  set  up  following  advice  from  the  Ministry  of  Technology,  Atmospheric 
Pollution  Laboratory.  These,  which  are  situated  in  Schools  at  Borough  Green, 
Snodland  and  Aylesford  are  of  the  automatic  type  and  require  visiting  once  a 
week  only.  The  results  are  forwarded  to  the  Laboratory  for  inclusion  in  the 
National  Survey  on  Atmospheric  Pollution.  Three  deposit  gauges  have  also  been 
set  up  and  these  have  been  sited  in  Snodland,  Ditton  and  Aylesford.  A  certain 
amount  of  teething  trouble  was  experienced  at  the  commencement 3  vandals 
persistently  interfered  with  one  of  the  gauges  and  this  was  re-sited  in  a  more 
secure  position.  Some  difficulty  was  also  experienced  from  algae  growth 
affecting  analysis  but  with  the  assistance  and  advice  of  the  County  Analyst  this 
was  overcome  by  the  addition  of  copper  sulphate  to  the  collecting  bottle.  No 
firm  conclusions  can  be  drawn  from  the  limited  number  of  results  at  present 
available  and  it  will  be  some  time  before  any  definite  pattern  emerges.  It  does 
appear,  however,  that  on  the  figures  so  far  available,  that  the  pollution  is 
fairly  average,  for  the  type  of  location  when  considered  in  relation  to  the 
industrial  activity  in  the  area. 
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SHOPS  ADMINISTRATION 


Administration  of  the  Shops  Act  continued  to  be  dealt  with  whilst 
visiting  shops  for  other  duties  and  a  total  of  657  visits  were  made  during  1966. 
The  majority  of  shops  close  well  within  the  permitted  hours  and  in  the  case  of 
certain  chain  stores,  operate  a  5  day  week.  From  time  to  time,  shopkeepers 
are  reminded  of  the  requirements  relating  to  the  sale  of  goods  on  Sundays  and 
the  half  day.  The  policy  of  giving  a  booklet  explaining  the  main  provisions 
of  the  Act  to  shopkeepers  upon  a  change  of  occupier  was  continued  during  the 
year  under  review. 


SWIMMING  POOLS 


There  was  only  one  swimming  pool  in  the  district  open  to  the  general 
public. during  the  year.  This  was  the  indoor  pool  in  the  Blue  Bell  Hill  area  ' 
which  is  open  all  the  year  round. 

In  addition  to  ohe  3  pools  already  in  use  at  schools,  a  small  pool 

was  installed  at  the  Shipbourne  school.  The  head  teacher  was  advised  on 

treatment  of  the  water,  but  the  cool  autumn  deterred  any  extensive  use. 

Regular  sampling  was  carried  out  at  the  pools  during  the  time  they 

were  in  use  ana  a  total  of  139  samples  was  token  during  the  year,  177  proving 
satisfactory.  The  unsatisfactory  samples  were  taken  from  the  Ditton  school; 
advice  was  given  on  treatment  and  repeat  samples  proved  satisfac tory. 

One  private  swimming  pool  was  sampled  at  the  request  of  the  owner 
lo 11 owing  illness  in  ohe  family.  Conditions  were  found  to  be  net  entirely 
satisfactory  an^  aovice  on  the  water  treatment  was  given,  after  which  the  water 
maintained  a  good  quality. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 


There  are  no  registered  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  district. 


MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 


5  applications  for  the  renewal  of  site  licences  were  approved  under 
the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  i960.  There  are  now  a  total 
of  76  caravans  on  27  licensed  sites  (excluding  Showmen’s  caravans).  Of  these, 

5  sites  comprising  Ik  caravans  are  licensed  for  seasonal  use  only.  A  total 
of  278  visits  were  made  under  this  heading  during  the  year. 

Gypsies  and  other  itinerants  using  roadside  verges  and  other  unlicensed 
land  continued  to  be  a  problem  from  time  to  time  and  constant  vigilance  throughout 
the  district  has  to  be  maintained  if  serious  situations  are  to  be  avoided. 

Work  commenced  on  the  gypsy  caravan  site  at  West  Mailing  following 
Ministerial  approval  to  the  extension  of  the  sewers.  At  the  year’s  end  the 
work  was  in  an  advanced  state  and  the  site  should  be  operating  early  in  the 
new  year.  It  must  not  be  expected  however,  that  the  provision  of  this  site 
will  mean  an  end  to  the  gypsy  problem  in  the  district;  this  matter  will  remain 
difficult  until  sufficient  local  authorities  have  provided  sites  to  house  all 
these  itinerant  people. 
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NOISE 


During  the  year  12  complaints  of  noise  nuisance  were  received 
resulting  in  $7  visits  of  investigation.  The  main  sources  of  complaint  were; 

machinery  in  quarries  and.  sand  pits,  noise  from  loudspeakers  at  night  at  a 
factory,  and  noisy  factory  machinery.  In  all  cases  informal  action  was  taken 
and  the  noise  reduced  or  abated  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  complainant. 


PUBLIC  ENTERTAINMENT 


All  premises  in  which  stage  or  cinematograph  shows  are  given  and  to 
which  the  public  are  admitted  are  licensed  annually  and  the  legal  requirements 
strictly  enforced. 


One  licence  for  a  cinema  and  10  licences  for  stage  shows  were  granted 
during  1966, 


PETROLEUM 

All  premises  on  which  petroleum  spirit  or  inflammable  petrol  based 
mixtures  are  stored  are  licensed  annually  and  the  recommendations  of  the  Home 
Office  on  this  subject  are  strictly  enforced.  Testing  of  petrol  storage  tanks 
which  had  been  in  use  for  20  years  or  more  was  continued  during  the  year. 

Licenses  were  issued  in  respect  of  2  large  depots,  37  service  stations 
and  111  other  premises.  In  addition  to  the  inspections  carried  out  by  the  Fire 
Prevention  Officer  of  the  Kent  County  Fire  Brigade  on  behalf  of  this  Authority, 
305  visits  were  made  by  Public  Health  Inspectors  under  this  heading. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT  1963 


A  substantial  amount  of  time  was  spent  in  administering  this  Act  during 
the  year.  The  Technical  Assistant  who  had  been  carrying  out  the  initial  inspections 
resigned  at  the  end  of  1965  and  opportunity  was  taken  to  re-organise  the  Public 
Health  Department  with  an  increase  of  one  Inspector  to  the  establishment.  As  a 
result  all  the  work  of  inspection  and  administering  the  Act  is  now  carried  out  by 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

In  an  expanding  district  such  as  this,  occupation  of  premises  is 
constantly  changing  and  although  there  was  an  increase  of  only  22  premises  on  the 
register  at  the  end  of  the  year,  in  fact  a  total  of  registrations  was  effected. 
Because  of  this  change  in  occupation  and  because  publicity  has  not  reached  the 
public  at  large,  it  is  necessary  for  the  Inspectors  to  visit  unregistered  premises 
as  well  as  registered  ones  to  ascertain  whether  conditions  are  such  that  the 
premises  come  within  the  purview  of  the  Act.  In  an  attempt  to  bring  to  the 
attention  of  occupiers  various  aspects  of  the  Act,  duplicated  information  sheets 
continued  to  be  issued  to  occupiers  of  registered  premises  as  in  1965 «  During 
1966  a  total  of  512  visits  were  made  by  the  Inspectors  under  this  Act. 

In  the  main,  premises  are  generally  satisfactory,  principally  because 
the  greater  part  of  the  premises  involved  have  been  previously  visited  by  the 
Inspectors  under  other  legislation  such  as  the  Food  and  Drugs  or  Shops  Acts.  It 
is  usually  in  the  ancillary  provisions  such  as  the  provision  of  thermometers, 
first  aid  equipment  and  abstracts  that  contraventions  are  found.  However, 
occupiers  are  generally  co-operative  and  when  these  omissions  have  been  pointed 
out,  matters  are  usually  attended  to  promptly.
